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Jewish Agency May Meet Here Over UJA Split

CJFWF Moves To Bring End 
To Chaos In U.S. Fund-Raising 


PHILADELPHIA—(NJP)—The Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds took major steps this week to start the task 
of cleaning up the chaos in fund-raising for Jews in need. 

A group of powerful resolutions to make that possible were 
passed at the 17th General Assembly of the CJFWF. 

(Complete details of the Philadelphia meeting on page 3.) 

Here is the text of the resolutions: 

Stable and Unified National Fund-Raising 

In view of the desires expressed by the communities for more 
stable and more unified national fund-raising for Jewish needs 
and in view of desires expressed for greater community participa- 
tion in the policies governing such fund-raising, this General As- 
sembly resolves that the Council, through an appropriate commit- 
tee, be instructed to explore in consultation with the agencies in- 
volved, the desirability and feasibility of the various proposals sug- 
gested at the Assembly for achieving these objectives, including 
proposals for a National Jewish Welfare Fund; that the Council 
report on the results of this exploration not later than ai the 
1950 General Assembly.

Multiplicity of Campaigns 

The growing multiplicity of campaigns constitutes a serious 
threat to the capacity of the American Jewish community to meet 
the tremendous needs local, national and overseas, for which it 
has responsibility, More fundamentally, it is harmful to local, 
central Jewish community organization upon which continuing suc- 
cessful fund-raising, not only in 1949 but in the years ahead, must 
depend. 

This problem can only be met effectively through both local 
and national action. 

Locally, the community welfare funds have responsibility for 
developing community cooperation to the point where prospective 
contributors will clear with their welfare funds before making con- 
tributions to independent drives; and beyond that where leaders of 
the community, and specifically leaders of the welfare funds, will 
not undertake sponsorship of such independent drives without the 
previous clearance and approval of the welfare funds. 

Beyond that, this Assembliy urges that no community act on 
appeals made to it until it has received authentic information from 
the CJFWF on their validity. This Assembly further instructs 
the Council to meet with appropriate agencies and authorities op- 
erating in America and other areas to seek the prevention of un- 
necessary and duplicating campaigns, to coordinate and merge 
relaied campaigns, and to obtain the necessary authentic informa- 
tion on their validity and relative requirements. 

The Council is further instructed to report to the communities 
at the earliest possible date and regularly thereafter on the prog- 
ress of these steps and to recommend to the communities whatever 
‘eeatmade action my be satinaten.

the Institute. The order was can- 
celled when the alleged informa- 
tion from Washington was re- 
ceived. 

A check with Washington indi- 
cated that the board member was 
in error. The Institute has not 
been listed by the FBI or the 
House committee as a Commun- 
ist front group.

SILVER BATTLING TO KEEP 
MONTOR OUT OF FUND-RAISING

YORK—tThe first United States meeting in the history of the Jewish Agency executive 
may be convoked to deal with the spreading controversy between Zionist Organization of Aree 
leaders and a group seeking to return Henry Montor to power in U. S. fund-raising. 

The Post learned on reliable authority this week that the possibility is under serious discussion 
in the debate touched off by the refusal of Henry “ae. genthau, Jr., to > nacept the e chairmanship of 


the United Jewish Appeal again 
unless he could have Montor. 

The ZOA leadership, target of 
charges of misuse of its control 
over United Palestine Appeal 
funds to influence Israeli inter- 
nal policy, flatly rejected the Mor- 
genthau proposal. Montor made 
the charges in resigning as execu- 
tive director of the UPA last 
September. 


The statement of repudiation 
was issued earlier this week by 
Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, chairman 
of the American section of the 
Jewish Agency, and Dr. Emanuel 
Neumann, ZOA president. 


(In the statement, Silver and 
Neumann warned that the re- 
turn of Montor would cause 
widespread internal warfare in 
U.S. fund-raising. Complete de- 
tails inside). 


The statement followed g meet- 
ing of the American section last 
week which voted five to nothing 
to accept the Morgenthau-Montor 
proposal after the Jerusalem sec- 
tion sent a cable asking accept- 
ance. 

Silver Takes A Walk 

Rabbi Silver and Dr. Neumann 
walked out of the meeting after 
Silver, as chairman, held that the 
UPA had not asked the Jerusalem 
section to intervene and he there- 
fore felt that the issue was not 
one for the American section to 
consider. 

The five who voted for the Mor- 
genthau-Montor proposal then 
sent a cable to the Jerusalem sec- 
tion, and in return received a 
statement from Berl Locker,

Bevin Releases 
Cyprus Jews

LONDON—Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin postponed a full de- 
bate this week on his severely-cri- 
ticized Palestine policy but dis- 
closed a move toward better rela- 
tions with Israel by agreeing to 
release 10,000 Jews on Cyprus. 

Bevin said the Jews, who have 
been held on Cyprus under a uni- 
lateral Bevin interpretation of the 
United Nations truce order, will 
be released as fast as the Israeli 
can provide ships to bring them 
to Israel. 

He disclosed the relaxation of 
the British ban at a meeting of 
Parliament at which he is cer- 
tain to be the target next week 
of a searching criticism of his 
policies, 

The announcement came amid 
new rumors that Britain would 
soon extend recognition to Israel.

Landau said that Steinglass 
took the action because it con- 
tained a report which the public- 
ity chief called “filthy propa- 
ganda.” 

He said he wished to register 
“an emphatic protest against the 
high-handed action” taken by 
Steinglass,

Landau said the JTA would 
demand a written apology from 
Steinglass and his re-imbursing 
the JTA for damages and ex- 
penditures caused by his action.

What It’s For 

The quota was decided on af- 
ter an analysis of the budgetary 
requirements had been made of 
the minimum funds needed to 
support the programs of the Joint 
Distribution Committee, the 
United Palestine Appeal and the 
United Service for New Amer- 
jeans. These are the three ma- 
jor agencies of the UJA. 

The three national chairmen, 
William Rosenwald of the USNA, 
Herman 1. Weisman of the UPA 
and Rabbi Jonah B. Wise of the 
IDC met in an executive session 
te formulate plans to mobilize 
American Jewry for the massive 
eampaign. 

The same goal was. set for 
4948 and $150,000,000 was raised. 


A dozen top-ranking fund lead- 
ers-in American Jewish life out- 
lined thé past achievements and 
future hopes of the UJA at the 
three-day sessions. 

The budget listed these goals 
for 1949. 

The Goals For 1949 

1 The liquidation of the prob. 
nem of the Jewish DPs before 
the end of the year. At the pres- 
ent time more than 100,000 home- 
less Jews still remain In camps 
and DP centers. 

2 The immigration into Israe] 
of a minimum of 180,000 Jewish 
refugees from the displaced per- 
sons centers in Central Europe, 
from eastern European countries 
and from North Africa. 

3. The reconstruction of Jew- 
ish communinties in western Eu- 
rope and rehabilitation in eastern 
European countries. 

4. The launching of a vast hous- 
ing program in Israel to absorb 
a flow of immigration averaging 
ho less than 15,000 a month and 
to house more than 40,000 newly 
arrived immigrants still living 
in reception camps. 

5. The provision for increased 
assistance to adjust the larger 
number of refugees expected to 
reach the United States under a 
revised DP Act. 

6. Adequate relief and rehabil- 
Hation measures to cope with the 
ae deterioration of the posi-

More funds will be needed for 


the needs of destitute European 
Jews outside the DP camps. More 
sums will be required for relief 
in transit, for special children’s 
care, for the 5,000 Jews who re- 
main in Shanghai, for cultural 
and religious needs and for other 
operating costs, 

The agencies of the UPA—The 
Jewish Agency, the Palestine 
Foundation Fund, and the Jew- 
ish National Fund—will need vast 
sums for the care of the vast flow 
of immigrants to Israel. 

Dr. Joseph J. Schwartz, chair- 
man of the European executive 
council of the JDC, repeated 
earlier reports that the emer- 
gency phase of relief work for 
Europe’s Jews is about over. 

He made it plain that North 
African Jewry, recently drama- 
tized as ‘““The Forgotten Million,” 
now can get attention with the 
pressing needs of European vic- 
tims of Hitler’s storm on the 
way toward being met. 

Forgotten Million 

He said hundreds of thousands 
of Jews in the Mediterranean area 
live amidst appalling conditions 
of hunger, tuberculosis, tracho- 
ma, illiteracy and idleness. He 
called the ghettos “human 
swamps.” . 

“In these ant hills, half of the 
deaths are of infants under the 
age of two. Four out of five chil- 
dren and adults have trachoma. 
Seven to eight persons live in 
one windowless room,” he said. 

Schwartz admitted frankly 
that the solution of the prob- 
lems involved in bringing the 
Jews of North Africa “up to the 
level of decency” were too 
much for any private organi- 
zation. But he said the JDC 
was determined to make 2 
start

The Next Steps 


Weisman, acting national UPA 
chairman, said that with Israel's 
borders secure and its nationhood 
recognized, the next step was a 
tremendous program of agricul- 
tural and industrial expansion to 
strengthen the country’s gconomy 
and to make possible the absorp- 
tion of huge numbers of immi- 
praonts, 

He said American Jewry must 
provide the funds to move these 
Jews from Europe and North 
Africa. 

Speaker after speaker empha- 
sized that the world had reach- 
ed another great turning point 
in the age-old history of the 
Jews. They stressed that a 
mighty opportunity awaited 

Jews to finally drain the cess- 
pools of European swamps of 
hatred and simultaneously ere- 
ate a Jewish State strong 
enough to carry through ite 
infant years under the impact 
of huge population increases. 
Weisman made a passing ref- 
erence to the’ steadily-growing 
opposition of European nations 
behind the Tron Curtain toward 
immigration of their Jewish. per- 
sons. Perhaps a majority of such 
Jews are anxious to leave their 
communist-controlled homelands 
for Israel. In recent months, 


more and more of the Sovietized , 


regimes are putting obstacles in 
the way of such immigration. 
Get Them Out 

Weisman warned that they 
must be brought to Israel in 
great numbers and quickly with- 
in the next few months. . 

In a cable from Jerusalem, Dr, 
Israel Goldstein of New York, 
treasurer of the Jewish Agency, 
reported that 31,500 refugees en- 
tered Israel im December. He 
said this was the largest figure 
for any month in the history of 
the mass movement of refugees 
to Israel. 

Dr. Goldstein said that funds 
must be provided to alleviate con- 
ditions in the temporary quar- 
ters and rececption camps. He 
said the conditions are very bad 
im many instances, as the flood of 
refugees strained the limited 
facilities of a nation at war.

New Split Threatened 

But Morgenthau’s’ condition 
that he would undertake the ard- 
uous task again only with the as- 
sistance of Henry Montor was 
the spark that has ignited a 
spreading new controversy that 
threatens to split the American 
Jewish community, 

But although the 1,200 dele- 
gates who came thousands of 
miles to attend the conference 
never got a chance to discuss 
the threatening problem, that 
doesn’t mean the question wasn’t 
discussed. 

In caucuses of the leader- 
ship of the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America, which is in- 
flexibly determined that Mon- 
tor will not be brought back, 
and in caucuses of the opposi- 
tion Committee of Contribu- 
tors, busy trying to find ways 
to bring Montor back, the mat- 
ter was argued and plotted all 
day Wednesday. 

Behind the sharp caucus de. 
bate was strung out a chain of 
events that begun last Septem- 
ber when Montor resigned as 
executive director of the United 
Palstine Appeal with a blast at 
ZOA control of its funds, 

Subsequently Montor publicly 
outlined the contents of his letter 
of resignation, in which he ace 
cused the Silver-Neumann leader- 
ship of using eontrol] of UPA 
funds to influence internal Is- 
raeli policy. The charge was de- 
nied not only by the ZOA but 
also by LZOA leaders, 

Subsequently a group of 
large givers organized the 
Committee of Contributors and 
battled successfully for changes 
in the structure of the UPA 
to broaden its board member- 
ship. The agreement negotia- 
ted by the Council of Federa- 
tions and Welfare Funds, pro- 
vided for 40 per cent member- 
ship for local welfare funds 
on the UPA board, and other 
ehanges. 

When the COC failed to press 
for Montor’s return to his post, 
it was generally assumed the op- 
position group had decided the 
task was too great. Nothing 
further was heard until] it was 
announced that Montor had been 
named publicity chairman of the 
Paiestine Economic Corp, 

Rumors Start Flying 

Two weeks ago, rumors devel- 
oped that Morgenthau was hesi- 
tating about accepting the UJA 
chairmanship for the third time. 
A fiood of appeals from the U. S. 
and Israeli leaders were dis- 
closed but it was not learned un- 
til last week that Morgenthau 
had attached as a condition of 
his acceptance the return of 
Montor to the UJA. 

At an unpublicized meeting of 
the UPA board, Morgenthau was 
told his proposal was wnaccept- 
able. Last week, the American 
section of the Jewish Agency 
voted for the Moregnthau-Mon-

The caucuses at the UJA 
conference on the deeply-burning 
issue began with a ZOA meeting 
Wednesday. The COC had a cau 
cus at the same time. When noth- 
ing was decided at the COC 
meeting, the group scheduled a 
conference im _ the _ afternoon, 
which lasted for three hours, 
Both groups met again after the 
Wednesday night sessions of the 
UJA, the ZOA at the Mayflower 
Hotel and the COC at the Ritz- 
Carlton hotel and there the real 
convention was held, 

COC Favored Caution 

The COC caucus decided te 
avoid bringing the explosive 
Montor issue out on the floor if 
at all possible, for fear of harm- 
ing the United Jewish Appeal. 
The ZOA caucus decided to fight 
to the last if any attempt was 
made on the floor of the confer- 
ence to put through any kind of 
a decision which would lead +o 
Montor’s return, 

Many of the COC leaders 
wanted to have the issue fought 
out then and there. The feeling 
was general among both those 
for and against bringing up the 
matter that the issue could have 
been fought through. This rea- 
soning was hased on the belief 
that the majority of the eonfer- 
ence delegates seemed te side 

with the viewpoint of the COC 
on Montor’s value to the drive. 

With considerable difficulty 
those who wanted a showdown 
on the floor were restrained. 
Many leaders of large local cam- 
paigns demanded action, They 
argued that this was the time to 
clarify the situation and have the 
matter decided once and for all. 

At the ZOA caucus—except for 
one or two very vocal people who 
put forth the possibility of 
wrecking the UJA—there was a 
unanimous opinion that every 
means had to be used to prevent 
a decision to reinstate Montor. 
The point was made repeatedly 
that the aims of the COC were 
not merely to return Montor but 
to wreck the ZOA. The COC also 
was accused of breaking the re 
cent pact with the UPA, which 
contained no mention of Mon- 
tor, 

When one stubbern individual 
wanted to know why the Ameri- 
can section of the Jewish Agency 
had voted to accept the Morgen: 
thau-Montor proposition, and 
why President Chaim Weizman 
of Israel, Premier David Ben- 
Gurion and treasurer Eliezer 
Kaplan had cabled Morgenthau 
to the same effect, he was given 
full time to discuss the matter. 
However, he made no impression 
on the other ZOA members at 
the caucus. 

The planning turned owt to be 
unnecessary when the Montor 
issue never reached the floor, It 
was learned that the chairman of 
the sessions were prepared to 
rule it out of order if it had. 

But there was always the 
fear that someone might ask 
for a ruling from the decision 
of the chair, or that the dele- 

gates might show so much de- 
termination when they heard 
the name of Montor or Mor- 
genthau, that nothing would 
prevent them from opening 
debate on the issue.

ANY RESISTENCE AT ASSEMBLY

PHILADELPHIA—(NJP)—Resolutions giving tremendous pow- 
er to the Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds to take 


action to wipe out the confusion 


in American Jewish fund-raising 


were passed here this week at the 17th General Assembly of the 


CJF WF. 

The resolutions, which passed 
without the anticipated struggle, 
also envisioned the possibility of 
establishment of a Jewish Nation- 
al Welfare Fund. 

Observers here said that the 
scope of the resolutions possibly 
would not be realized at first 
glance. However, since all the pro- 
visions of the resolutions can be 
applied, the way was open for 
achievement at one step of the 
goal of many supporters of na- 
tional budgeting. 

Another possibility which may 
not be fully understood, it was 
asserted, was that the resolutions 
—by proposing the threat of 
CJFWEF action — May bring 
about the desired action without 
actual use of its powers. 

For instance, if the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee and the 
United Palestine Appeal or even

feel that further strife in fund- 
raising may hasten emergence of 
a Jewish national welfare fund, 
they are likely to take more en- 
ergetic steps to end the confusion 
in fund-raising. 
Calm Is Surprising 

Observers found it difficult to 

account for the surprising lack of 


opposition to the far-reaching res- . 


olutions. When the resolutions 
were discussed in other language 
in the first two days of the meet- 
ing, there was plenty of opposi- 
tion. 

One suggestion was that the 
resolution committee, which delib- 
erated almost continuously for 





erb job that it was hard to take 
exception to the careful wording 
of its work. 

This writer felt that the reso- 
lutions contain vast power and 
no wording could rob them of 
their eventual impact on the 
American Jewish community. 


Harry Shapiro, head of the 
1949 United Jewish Appeal, and 
Herman Weisman, acting nation- 
al chairman of the United Pales- 
tine Appeal, were present during 
the report of the resolutions com- 
mittee and apparently were sat- 
isfied with the resolutions. 

Ever since the proposals for 
national budgeting were _ de- 
feated at the Detroit meeting of 
the General Assembly, the 
CJFWF has been criticized for 
failure to move fast enough to 
bring order into the fund-rais- 
ing field. The new resolutions 
take larger steps toward unity 
than most observers thought 
wold be possible. 

A motion which would have 
brought about a Jewish National 
Welfare Fund by 1950 was de- 
feated after Samuel Goldsmith 
of Chicago pointed out that such 
a precipitate step might bring 
problems that would endanger 
everything achieved by the reso- 
lutions. 

Alan V. Lowenstein of Newark, 
who made the motion, withdrew 
his amendment, a move which 
probably had something to do 
with the easy passage of the res- 
olutions.

PHILADELPHIA — A blister- 
ing assault on the International 


National Jewish 


Refugee Organization for “not 
carrying out its elementary re- 
sponsibilities for the care of Euro- 
pean Jewish DPs and their reset- 
tlement in Israel” was made this 
week at the 17th General Assem- 
bly of the Council of Jewish Fed- 
erations and Welfare Funds. 


After hearing the 
from Harold Glasser, director of 
the groups institute on overseas 
studies, the 1,200 delegates ap- 
proved a resolution asking the 
IRO to make an “appropriate re- 
fund” to the voluntary Jewish 
agencies which had assumed “un- 
justifiably heavy burdens’ in aid- 
ing the DPs. 

The resolution was one of 
several which aimed at coordin- 
ating U.S. Jewish fund-raising 
efforts for the coming year. 

Both Glasser and Daniel Shi- 
man of Newark, N.J. demanded 
an end to the sprouting “miscell- 
aneous and uncoordinated” drives 
for fund and material for Eur- 
ope and Israel. 

Not From IRO 

Glasser, in his denunciation of 
the IRO, said that whatever aid 
was given to Jewish DPs by the 
IRO was inadequate. 

He said the IRO’s food was bad 
in quality and quantity and the 
JDC had to step in to make sure 
the DPs received sufficient nour- 
ishment. He charged that the IRO 
failed to provide vocational train- 
ing or educational facitities. 

“The IRO did not take care of 
the DPs at all if there was any 
plausable or possible reason for 
not doing so,” he said.

What has not been revealed, 
however, is the intention to re- 
employ Henry Montor, formerly 
Executive Director of the UPA 
and one of the Executive Vice- 
Chairmen of the United Jewish 
Appeal, over the vehement op- 
position of American Zionists 
and the United Palestine Appeal. 
It is reliably reported that Mr. 
Morgenthau would be willing to 
assume the general chairmanship 
of the UJA only under certain 
conditions set by him, including 
the re-employment of Mr. Mon- 
tor. This is a condition which 
the overwhelming majority of 
American Zionists reject and will 
never accept, in view of the 
wrecking job which Mr. Montor 
has done during the past few 
months and the pernicious ten- 
dencies he represents. 

All-Out Peace Bid 

“The Zionist leadership has, in

Jewish Groups Finally Demand 
Screening Of DPs For Nazis 


NEW YORK—(NJP)—A group of leading U. S. Jewish organ- 
izations this week demanded rigorous screening of DPs coming 


into the U. S. under the 1948 Refugee Act, 


ending their tight 


silence on charges that the much-criticized law opens the ‘way for 
a flood of pogromists coming in under the guise of DPs. 


The threat was first disclosed 
by Abraham G. Duker, noted 
Jewish educator, who said the 
law was so drawn as to favor 
East- European nationals. He 
reported that records from the 
Nuremburg war crime trials 
demonstrated that many of those 
nationals had actively aided the 
Nazis in the extermination of 
European Jews. 


Duker promptly undertook a 
one-man campaign in U. S. An- 
glo-Jewish and Yiddish newspa- 
pers, including the Day for 
whose English page he is editor. 

He said that Jewish organiza- 
tions had been guilty of indi- 
rectly paving the way for the 
entrance into the U. S. of such 
killers and told The Post (NJP 
Nov. 12, 1948) that to prevent 
the admission of Nazi collabeor- 
ators who would open the way 
for the extermination stage of 
anti-Semitism in the U. S., all 
Jewish groups would have to 
back research on war criminals 
among the DPs. He said they 
would have to do it “to the hilt.” 

Though none of the Jewish 
group involved would make any 
public comment, it was learned 
that the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council, cen- 
tral agency for U. S. Jewish 
civic defense groups, had under- 
taken a study of the alleged 
problem. (NJP Nov. 12). 

First Comment 


- The first public comment on 
the issue was obtained by The 
Post at Cincinnati, where a re- 
gional conference of the east 
states region of United Service 
for New Americans was held in 
December. 

Harry N. Rosenfield, one of

BOSTON — Anti-semitic activi- 
ties reported in the greater Bos- 
ton area were, in three important 
categories, down to less than half 
the number reported in 1947, the 
Jewish Community Council here 
reported this week. 


An increase in complaints ap- 
peared only in housing, by which 
the Community Council means 
refusal to rent or sell. This clas- 
sification showed a jump of 40 
per cent. 


Robert E. Segal, executive di- 
rector. said the decreases were 
in the classes of physical vio- 
lence, job discrimination and in- 
dignities. The decreases, respec- 
tively, from 1947 to 1948 were 66, 
58 and 55 per cent. 


The high mark was set in 1944. 
the year of the Dorchester in- 
cidents when anti-Semitic hood- 
lums repeatedly beat up Jewish 
boys. The declines continue a 
trend which set in at the end of 
World War II, Segal said.

A LOOK AT EARLY U. S. JEWRY 
WILL GIVE YOU A SURPRISE 


By CARL ALPERT 

“JMHERE is nothing that can give a modern Jew a better perspec- 
tive of Jewish life of other days, than occasional browsing in 

the records of Jewish life of other days. Difficulties which we had 

thought peculiar to our own times, are suddenly revealed as per- 

ennials which had confronted our parents and grandparents and 

ancestors before them for many years. 

I was struck by these thoughts while reading in the pages of a 
Jewish magazine of just one hundred years ago. The magazine: “The 
Occident,” America’s first Anglo- Jewish Paper; the date of issue: 
January, 1849. And here, in excerpt, is what the editor, Isaac Leeser, 
has to say about a problem that disturbed him: 

“More is needed than the mere building of Synagogues, and 
this is the proper use of the houses of worship. What is the 
object of a Synagogue? It is intended as a place of union for 
the worship of God. But how is this to be effected? How is wor- 
ship to be constituted? Is it merely to have a handsome building 
and have it unattended on holy and Sabbath days, not to men- 
tion every day in the week? Have men discharged their duty 
by taking or purchasing a seat, and to leave the seat unten- 
anted from month to month? 

“Perhaps some may think that they do enough in this way; 
that they support by their means the ministers and the other offi- 
cers of the congregation, and have thus discharged all duties, though 
they violate all the commandments in the Bible. But such a view 
must strike every one as quite irrational]; for if there is no occasion 
to visit a place of worship, it might as well not be built as far as 
these are concerned. ...

“NOW WE ASK WHAT USE is a Synagogue to parents, if they 
do not train their children to resort thither likewise? But it re- 
quires no argument to prove that, if it is right and proper for the 
elders to go, it must be so likewise for the juniors. Should it not, 
then, be the first duty of Israelites, even before erecting a Syna- 
gogue, to see that the children are duly trained and taught their 
religion? Would it not be better for little grievances to be over- 
looked, so as to keep people together?—to have but one place of 
worship, sooner than throw away their means upon stone and wood, 
brick and mortar, by which a liberal system of education must be 
retarded? 

“It is certainly a very pleasant thing to see beautiful places 
of worship, so numerous too that all may have ample room to 
come together to praise the Lord. But when this is once ac- 
complished, how much better would it be to see the school- 
house alongside the Synagogue and see there daily the sons and 
daughters of both rich and poor mingling together to learn 
the duties they owe to God and themselves. 

“What is the use of supporting unnecessary establishments of 
ministers and sextons when their salaries had better be bestowed 
on schoolmasters, to train up properly the youth of the neighbor- 
hood? To our mind the answer is self-evident; and he will be a 
benefactor of his brethren who first successfully opposes this use- 
less expenditure of the people’s means and concentrates them on 
the bestowal of that which confers the greatest good—religious 
education.”

THE SAME ISSUE of “The Occident,” exactly 100 years ago, 
contains other material of similar interest to our own day. There 
is a call for the formation of an over-all American Jewish Assembly, 
but the warning is sounded that the Assembly must have no legis- 
lative power; “all resolves are to be merely advisory, neither obliga- 
tory on the members themselves nor the congregations they repre- 
sent.” 

There is a report of the execution, in Vienna, of Dr. A. 
dellinek, ‘for his participation in the struggle for liberty in Aus- 
tria.” followed by this comment: “Again, therefore, Jewish blood 
has been shed in the struggle for human rights. Will Christians 
at length see that we deserve a full equality with them?” 

And there is more of contemporary pertinence. Truly, the pres- 
ent is little more than a lengthened remection of the past.

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Bluff Against State Collapses 





Bevin Attacked From All Sides _ 
For Anti-Semitic Israel Policy 


LONDON—Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin, arch-foe of Jewish 


_aspirations in Palestine, prepared this week for a stormy assault 


by all British parties, including his own, on his handling of the Pal. 


estine issue. 


With Parliament convening at midweek, the portly Bevin was 


certain to get a barrage unprece- 
dented in his control of the Pal- 
estine issue, which last week in- 
volved an obvious attempt to 
seare the Israeli, break up Egypt- 
Israel armistice talks at Rhodes 
and win U.S. support for a new 
get-tough policy against the Jew- 
ish State. 

The center of the latest Bevin 
bid to cripple Israel and strength- 
en Britain’s slipping hold on the 
Middle East was the’ shooting 
down of five armed British rec- 
onnaissance planes by the Israel 
over the Sinai desert. 

Bevin was assured of solid 

backing from Prime Minister 
Clement Attlee and there was 
little likelihood that the Labor 
Government will be seriously 
hurt by the crisis. The most 
that supporters of the Jewish 
state looked to was some trim- 
ming of Bevin’s overt hate of 
Israel until he could produce a 
new manuever in his sworn en- 
mity toward the Jewish State. 

The British Foreign Office went 
through a remarkable series of 
gymnastics explaining Britain’s 
policy and was successively slap- 
ped down by all concerned, 

How It Began 

The series of blows started 
when the British Foreign Offices 
assumed responsibility for the 
planes being over the Egyptian- 
Israeli battle area. It called on 
the United Nations Security 
Council to take a strong stand on 
the Palestine issue, saying that 
the Israeli invasion of Egypt 
constituted a threat to peace in 
the Middle East. 

The Israeli also filed a charge, 
asserting that British troop move- 
ments to the Transjordan port of 
Aqaba on the Red Sea constituted 
an aggressive move. The Security 
Council ignored both charges. 

Bevin’s emissaries then an- 
nounced that the reconnaisance 
flights had been carried out on 
behalf of the UN Security Council 
staff. The Israeli immediately 
nailed this as a lie, pointing out 
that the Security Council had 
specifically excluded British per- 
sonnel from any task in UN truce 
supervision. 

To the considerable embarrass- 
ment of the British Foreign Office, 
which had insisted that none of 
the planes were over Israeli terri- 
tory, one of the British flyers 
who bailed to safety, Frank Close, 
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told correspondents he had been 
over Israeli territory. The Brit. 
ish Foreign Office said it was pos 
sible Close was mistaken. 

A British Foreign Office spokes. 
man then said that the U. S. State 
Department had agreed to the 
need for reliable information on 
Israeli movements in the Dec. 22 
offiensive and implied that the 
British had carried out the plane 
movements at the request of the 
U. S&S. 

That one got a direct denial 
from Presidelnt Truman at a 
press conference. 

It also was reported that when 
Sir Oliver Franks visited Presi- 
dent Truman to complain about 
the U.S. stand on the plane inci 
dent, he got a severe dressing 
down from the President. 

To criticism from every out 
side quarter, was added 
biting attacks at home, led by 
Richard Crossman, Liberal M.P, 
member of the Anglo-American 
commission on Palestine and a 
strong friend of Zionism. 


Crossman Blasts Bevin 


In an article in the New States. 
man and Nation from Tel Aviv, 
Crossman bitterly criticized Bev. 
in’s policy. The Sunday Pictorial, 
a mass-circulation tabloid, carried 
a story by Crossman repeating 
his denunciation. 

Anthony Eden, chief spokes 
man for the Conservative opposi- 
tion, ripped Bevin’s handling of 


the plane situation as one of “con § 


fused purpose and ill-advised ae 
tion.” 

Eden charged that a number of 
questions were developing over 
the plane incident. He asked why 
the British planes were in the 
battle area, what purpose was 
served and whether Fgypt had in- 
voked the 1936 Anglo-Egyptian 
treaty. 

An Egypt spokesman said in 
Washington this week that the | 
Egyptian policy for many years 
had been to get British troops” 
out of Egypt and it remaind un- 
changed. 

As the Bevin bluff collapsed, a 
real fear developed in responsi 
ble British quarters of a rift in 
the Anglo-American front, Sir 
Andrew McFayden, president- 
elect of the Liberal party, blunt 
ly accused Bevin of anti-Semitism. 

Harold McMillan, conservative 
MP, said Bevin had _ almost 
thrown away “in a few months 
the fruits of years of peaceful la 
bor and two bloody wars.” He 
said Britain was hated by the Is- 
raeli, distrusted by the Arabs, 
lacking sympathy from the U. S. 


and outmaneuvered by the Rus-

FESTIVAL OF THE TREES OFFERS 
FINE CHANCE FOR HOME CEREMONY

E spoke of warmth and color last week, of dramatizing Ju- 
daism for our children, 

The New Year of the Trees, Chamishah Asar Bishovat, which 
falls on Feb. 14 this year, is one of our festivals which offers us 
much opportunity for using imagination. 

Tu Bishevat, as the holiday is also called, one of our oldest tradi- 
tions, designates the coming of spring to Palestine (spring arrives 
early there). In fact, each year on the exact date of Tu Bishevat, 
the almond tree overnight bursts into bloom. 

The New Year of the Trees is an excellent 
means of tying Biblical days with present times. 
In the “Jewish Teacher,” a magazine published by 
the Union of American Hebrew Congregations, 
Marvin W. Cohn of Temple Israel, New Rochelle. 
N. Y., describes a project in his Sunday school class 
in which the children found quotations concerning 
trees in the Bible and the groups worked out a 
playlet which combined some of the quotations 
with descriptions of the various trees. For example: 

CEDAR TREES: I am the Cedar Tree. I was used in tem- 
ples and palaces. I am also used in the making of chests and 

other articles of furniture. I symbolize eternal life because I 

am ever green. In Biblical days, a person who was strong and 

beautiful was compared with the cedars of Lebanon, A cedar 
tree was planted in honor of the birth of a boy. 

Just reading through some of the names of the trees is a stim- 
ulating experience, with their exotic, far-away sounds; the myrtle 
and the cypress, the eucalyptus and the papayrus reed, the willow 
and the carob and the almond, whose “pink-white blossoms herald 
the coming of the New Year of the Trees,” the fig tree and the 
grape vine and the date palm, the oliver and the orange and the 
pomegranate. 

And Tu Bishevat is a festival which is meaningful today, fitting 
im with the re-forestation of the barren wastes of Israel. Each 
year in Israel,-the children mark forth on Tu Bishevat with shovels 
and tender young saplings. And with new songs which have grown 
up around the occasion.

The Editor's Chair, 
JUST WHAT IS GOING on in 


connection with the situation in 
the United Palestine Appeal cre- 
ated by the decision to ignore the 
action of the American section of 
the Jewish Agency makes inter- 
esting Speculation. 

I use the word speculation ad- 
visedly. But it is not merely be- 
cause of its interest that I de- 
vote this space to it, for the 
whole future of Zionism in Amer- 
ica and the future of Rabbi Abba 
Hillel Silver and the administra- 
tion of the Zionist Organization 
of America are involved. 

In my own opinion Rabbi 
Silver is for the first time on a 
spet which I would not like to 
be. According to one interpre- 
tation, the UPA has defied the 
five to nothing vote of the 
American section of the Jewish 
Agency. Just what the reper- 
cussions will be no one can 
foresee but their eventual ef- 
fects on the American Jewish 
community will be profound. 

Before this appears in print, 

it is very likely that the Jerusa- 
lem section of the Jewish Agency 
will have acted on the report of 
the American section. The Jewish 
Agency ca nsuhmit to the United 
Palestine Appeal and to Dr. Sil- 
ver, or it can force a showdown 
by upholding the American sec- 
tion. 

In case that showdown devel- 
ops, Rabbi Silver will be faced 
with a difficult decision. The UPA 
can recant and accept Henry 
Mergenthau as UJA_ general 
chairman on his conditien that 
Henry Monter ceme back with 
him. But it can hardly defy the 
Jerusalem section of the Jewish 
Agency can submit to the United 
vote of the American seetion. 

The speculation then is what 
will happen if the situation reach- 
es that point.

BEFORE Ii CLOSE this piece I 
should state exactly what happen- 
ed at the Monday, January 16 
meeting of the American section. 
Rabbi Silver was in the chair 
when the question of Morgenthau 
as 1949 UJA head came up. He 
ruled it out of order on the 
grounds that the United Palestine 
Appeal had not referred the mat- 
ter to the Jewish Agency. In 
other words, his’ interpretation 
was that as long as the UPA had 
net asked the Jewish Agency for 
aid or advice in this instance, 
then the matter was not before 
the Jewish Agency. He then ad- 
journed the meeting and left: 

Previously, Dr. Emanuel Neu- 
mann. president of the ZOA, 
left, so that seven persons re- 
mained, five with the right to 
vote. The vote was five to 
nothing, with Mrs. Rose Hal- 
prin of Hadassah voting of 
course with the majority. Two 
others, representing the Mizra- 
chi and the Revisionists, did not 
have the right to vote. 

That is the story as I see it. 
Whether the UPA is defying the 
Jewish Agency or not is a matter 
of interpretation, but the Aimeri- 
ean section seems to be proceed-

HE exact significance of the resolutions 

passed this week by the General Assembly 
of the Council of Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds at Philadelphia would be difficult 
to ass*ss at this stage. 

But obviously the potentialities of those res- 
olutions seem to have escaped many of the 
delegates and even some of the people whose 
agencies will be affected most seriously, al- 
though the heads of the CJFWF and the res- 
olutions committee which devised the resolu- 
tions must have known exactly what they were 
doing. 

As for The Post, it supports the action of the 
General Assembly unreservedly, just as it ap- 
proved of proposals for national budgeting 
which were defeated in 1942,

Was A Specific Quota The 


HOSF who look askance at the $250,000,- 

000 goal adopted for the 1949 United Jew- 
ish Apeal at Atlantic City should understand 
that this year, as compared with past years, 
the amount of the goal makes very little dif- 
ference, except from a psychological stand- 
point. 

In past years, it was important that the U. 
S. Jewish community show its acceptance of

Where Is The ZOA Committee 


HE decision of the Zionist Organization 

of America at its 51st convention last July 
to make a comprehensive study of the future 
of the ZOA in the United States, met with uni- 
versal approval—even from the opposition 
Committee for Progressive Zionism. 

Although advance publicity by the ZOA had 
led the delegates to believe that the convention 
itself would take up -this important problem, 
the technique of appointing a committee paci- 
fied the delegates. 

In the discussion of the resolution finally 
adopted by the convention, there was ex- 
pressed by some members the necessity for an 
early deadline on the report of the committee. 
Those delegates wanted a report by Sept. 1, 
1948. 

The deadline was moved back to Jan. 1, 1949, 
on the word of the administration backers that 
such a report would be ready by then at the 
latest. 

During the waning weeks of the summer, 
The Post asked editorially why the member- 
ship of that important committee had not been 
announced before Dr. Neumann took off for 
his Palestine trip. As was to be expected, there 
was no answer. 

The question now is: Where is that report? 

All Zionists everywhere are discussing the 
question. In all Jewish publications, the future 
of the ZOA and the future of the American 
Jewish community are being written about. 


Mr. Steinglass And The 


O minor incident is involved in the action 

of Meyer Steinglass, director of publicity 
for the United Jewish Appeal, which led to the 
demand by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency for 
an apology. 


When Steinglass tore JTA bulletins from the 
hands of people who were reading them, and 
then threatened to ban the JTA from the prem- 
ises of the Chelsea Hotel in Atlantic City, those 
actions did not represent an irrational incident 
on the part of an angry individual. 

Steinglass would never have dared to do 


those things if he had any conception of the 
rights of the press and the right of the people 





which will make it possible for the leaders of 
the community to make some equitable distribu- 
tion of the funds that community raises. 


No one will argue that the present chaotic 
metifod of dividing those funds—based as it 
now is on power politics—is fair, or that it has 
not been injurious to many causes which have 
been starved out while others of little or no 
Significance waxed fat. But the criticism has 
been purely theoretical. When it came to taking 
action, there has always been such an outcry 
by those whose agencies were involved that 
nothing was done, 


But that is now over. 

The significance of what was done at Phila- 
delphia will take some time in becoming evi- 
dent, but its importance should not at this early 
date be underestimated.

year should not be on the needs and less on the 
goal. Every time it can be shown to a commu- 
nity that refugees merely go from a DP camp 
in Europe to one in Palestine when they arrive 
in Palestine, the effect would probably be 
greater than could be achieved by listing an 
astronomical figure and saying: Raise this 
amount; or, this is your share. ’ 

It is now an established fact that the Ameri- 
can Jewish community will give if it is ap- 
pealed to properly. In the past two years, the 
Situation of Jewry both in Palestine and in 
Europe was so desperate that the Jewish com- 
munity gave with matchless generosity. 

The year 1949 requires a new approach. To 
proclaim a goal of $250,000,000 has lost its 
effect. This year the United Jewish Appeal pub- 
licity should be aimed at dramatizing the needs. 
As far as any practical advantage a specific 
quota may offer, the quota can be forgotten. 

For the next few weeks and perhaps longer, 
the main argument of the local communities 
will be over the wisdom of adopting a goal 
which could not be reached in the bonanza 
year of 1948. That same discussion could well 
have been directed at discussing why Israel 
needs the sums for which she is asking and 
why any sum that can be raised, no matter how 
high, will still be inadequate. 


Report? 


The committee most probably has been ap- 
pointed; and it must have already held ses- 
sions. Where is the report? And again The 
Post suggests—from the sincerest of motives— 
that the report be given to the Jewish commu- 
nity as soon as possible. 

The longer the delay, the greater harm done 
Zionism in America. 

Rabbi Barnett M. Brickner’s thoughtful, but 
perhaps unrealistic, call for a new Zionist align- 
ment; the articles by David. Petegorsky in the 
Congress Weekly and many other discussions 
and meetings are all part of the ferment. 

The feeling is growing that Zionist work in 
the U. S. is about finished. 

Nothing could be a greater catastrophe to 
the American Jewish community at this time 
than that a great agency with a powerful po- 
tential for good for the Jew in the United 
States, to begin to disintegrate possibly for 
want of democratic discussion. 

If the report is not issued soon, it will be- 
come a political football, tied up unfortunately 
with the election of a successer to Dr. Neu- 
mann. Perhaps this could not have been pre- 
vented in any case but in any event the sooner 
discussion starts, the sooner will constructive 
solutions be found for the various elements of 
the problem. 

The ZOA owes it:to the Jewish community 
and to itself to speed up the report of this 
commission.

Reader Doubts CJF WF Democratic 
And Gets Answer From Lurie 


Ed. Note: The Post recently re- 
ceived a letter from a reader— 
who asked that he remain anony- 
mous—which seemed to sum up 
very adequately a feeling of 
many observers about the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Funds. The contention 
has been that since the CJIFWF 
is based on local welfare funds, 
it could not become a truly rep- 
resentative body for U. 8. Jewry. 

The Post submitted the letter 
to Harry L. Lurie, executive di- 
rector of the CJFWF, and report- 
ed on the exchange of letters in 
a story last week. 

Becaite it is felt that the ex- 
change of letters represent a sig- 
nificant discussion on a topic of 
vital importance to American 
Jewish life, The Post this week 
reprints the texts of both letters 
in full.

@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

The Council of Jewish Federa- 
tions and Welfare Funds has long 
been hailed by The National Jew- 
ish Post as the Moses to lead 
American Jews out of their wil- 
derness of internal warfare, slash- 
ing battles at the top level for 
prestige and power and total fail- 
ure to grapple with the basic 
problem of how American Jews 
shall live in America as Jews. 

The curse of American Jewish 
life, it seems to me, stems from 
a lack of unified American Jewry, 
permeated with the concept that 
they have a right and a duty to 
handle their problems as Jews 
themselves. For a variety of rea- 
sons which it would serve no pur- 
post to outline here, the actual 
development of agencies for deal- 
ing with those problems has been 
largely a system of self-appoint- 
ment by self-anointed leaders. 

The Post argues that the an- 
swer created by this historical 
situation is the Council of Jew- 
ish Federations and Welfare 
Funds. The CJFWF will do the 
necessary knocking of stubborn 
heads together. The CJFWF will 
remind high-flying leaders that 
in the last analysis they are 
spending somebody else’s money 
and that they have an accounti- 
bility to the whole community. 

I would like to enter a demur- 
rer to this proposition on at least 
theoretical grounds. The CJFWF 
is made up of local federations. 
These federations—whatever the 
judgements about the _ effective- 
ness-of their work—are NOT 
truly democratic offspring of the 
American Jewish community. 
Fundamentally, they are money- 
collecting, money-dispensing and 
money-spending agencies. It is in- 
evitable and natural that they 
should be dominated by those 
Jews capable of making large 
contributions, They are so dom- 
inated. 

Moreover, since these are their 
roots, the local federations are 
not designed to deal with the 
truly basic positive problems of 
American Jewish life. It is no 
concern of welfare groups to 
deal with the problems of Jew- 
ish education, of Jewish Self-ex- 
pression of Jewish communal 
democracy. 

But what is the national organ- 
ization but a collection of these 
local groups? And on such a 


foundation, what reason is there 


for expecting that the CJFWF 
will be the needed Moses in 20th 
century American Jewish life? 
And is it not true that what 
is making the CJFWF a steadily 
more powerful unifying group in 
the Jewish community is that it 
is at long last beginning to ap- 
Preciate the possibilities of ver- 
tical application of the total fund- 


control represented in its 265 lo- 
cal federations? 

Put it another way: the com- 
peting national agencies need to 
tap the cash of the whole Jewish 
community. At the local level, the 
federation is in an excellent po- 
sition to determine which group 
will or will not get an alloca- 
tion. A realistic application of 
that control at the national level 
is a powerful lever to make na- 
tional agencies behave. But is it 
not slightly fraudulent to argue 
that use of this lever is a process 
of democratic exercise? 

The CJFWF truly has enor- 
mous possibilities for alleviating 
to some degree the fantastic con- 
fusion of American Jewish life. 
But let us not argue that this is 
a gain for democracy. The possi- 
bilities premise great gains in ef- 
ficiency, not democracy. Efficien- 
cy could very easily go with just 
the opposite,

Mr. Lurie Answers 
@ Editor, National Jewish Post. 
I appreciate the opportunity 


that you have given me to com- 
ment on the enclosed letter. 

I find myself in complete agree- 
ment with one of the conclusions 
reached by the writer, namely 
“the CJFWF has enormous pos- 
sibilities for alleviating ... the 
fantastic confusion of American 
Jewish life.” It is because there 
is agreement with the conclusion 
that central Jewish organizations 
have made considerable progress 
through their association in 
CJFWF. The role of Jewish com- 
munity organizations in this coun- 
try as defined in 1945 by Wililam 
J. Shroder, Sidney Hollander, 
Stanley C. Myers and other lead- 
ers of the Council is as follows: 

“Jewish communities have or- 
ganized themselves to meet their 
communal needs and community 
obligations with complete recog- 
nition and acceptance of two ba- 
sic principles: 

1. That united community ac- 
tion can be achieved in all fields 
where there is a common desire 
to act together for the benefit of 
Jewry generally and the commun- 
ity in particular; 

2. That all individuals and 
groups in our communities can 
work together effectively with 
full recognition that there are 
differences of opinion and belief 
in many areas.” 

What this means is that uni- 
fied action can be obtained 
through the principles and pro- 
cedures of voluntary cooperation 
and in no other way. We do not 
believe it possible or desirable to 
compel any individual or group 
of sincere Jews to give up a ba- 
sic principle or to abstain from 
following some well-meant course 
of action to which they are de- 
voted merely because it is con- 
trary to the views of other Jews. 
Within these inherent principles 
of voluntary association, a great 
deal has been and can be done 
to achieve effective unified ac- 
tion through discussion, patient 
persuasion, mediation,  concilia- 
tion and other democratic devices. 

It is frequently not understood 
that federations, welfare funds 
and community councils are in- 
terchangeable terms and_ that 
there is no clear division either 
in structure or function among 
many lacal organizations which 
fall into these categories. For 
these reasons, the writer of the 
letter is probably not aware of 
the fact that many of the cen. 
tral communal agencies which 


are CJFWF members in addition 
to being fund collecting and fund 
spending instruments are also 
agencies that have been accepted 
by their communities as the in- 
struments for planning, for 
health and soical welfare, educa- 
tion, cultural activities and group 
relations needs. 


As voluntary associations these 


federations, etc. could not exist 
successfully unless they were ac- 
cepted by the largest possible 
number of Jews who are con- 
cerned with their programs. They 
have no power over individuals 
other than the ability to secure 
their good will. To function they 
need to achieve compromises and 
adjustments between their mem- 
bers aS a prerequisite to decision 
and action. For these reasons 
they are flexible instruments 
quickly responsive to public opin- 
ion. In most of them, all mem. 
bers, which usually means every- 
one sufficiently interested in the 
central organization to contribute 
at least $1 annually (some less, 
some more) have the authority to 
elect and replace those who serve 
as the officers of their organiza- 
tions. In city after city the struc- 
ture of the central organization 
is being developed or modified in 
accordance with these principles. 
To survive, federations must sat- 
isfy the large as well as the small 
contributors, the active leaders 
and the pressure groups as well 
as the passive participants. When 
they fail to do so, they fail in 
their effectiveness and open the 
door to dissident and separate 
group activities. If this does not 
represent the democratic process 
under conditions of voluntary 
participation, then I don’t know 
the meaning of the term. 


The future of the CJFWF ob- 
viously depends on the strength 
and capacity of the central Jew- 
ish communal organizations 
which constitute its sole mem- 
bership. As the members of the 
Council become more mature and 
more experienced in dealing with 
Jewish affairs they insist on a 
better job locally, and on improv- 
ing the relationships between 
themselves and the national and 
overseas agencies in which their 
local Jewish populations have an 
interest. They are seeking a 
real partnership with these agen- 
cies.

It 
is the opinion of the writer, how- 
ever, that we can well afford the 
slower pace and the relative in- 
efficiencies of the democratic 
method. As a matter of fact no 
other way toward progress is 
open to us.

NEW YORK—(NJP)—Proposals that the 
Jewish Center may play an important.and per- 
haps central role in building cultural relation- 
ships between American Jews and Israel were 
dismissed this week as merely another attempt 
to jump on the “Israel bandwagon.” 

The Jewish SPECTATOR, commenting on an 
editorial in the official organ of the Jewish Wel- 
fare Board, said the hopes were based on a 
false premise. 

Louis Kraft suggested in the JWB state- 
ment that Israeli cultural groups seeking en- 
couragement from and the enrichment of 
American Jewish groups would find a hear- 
ing in the Jewish Center in the United States. 

Kraft asserted that the “Jewish Center may 
well become the instrumentality” for a cultural 
correlation between U. S. Jews and Israel. 

The SPECTATOR said that all such proposals 
fell flat before the fact that “as constituted at 
present, the Jewish Center is not suited, or 
rather not willing to give priority to Jewish 
content and activities.” 

The editorial cited the much-discussed survey 
made last year by Prof. Oscar Janowsky of the 
City College of New York. 

The SPECTATOR said that from reliable

their rabbis and bureaus of Jewish Education, 
we know that the average Jewish Center is 
as un-Jewish today as it was two years ago.” 

“This is not surprising considering the fact 
that the leadership which was responsible for 
the Jewish mismanagement uncovered by the 
Janowsky survey is still in full command of the 
JWB,” the editorial said. 


The editorial said that with the exception of 
vice-president Dr. David De Sola Pool, a Zion- 
ist Organization of America member, and Mrs. 
Felix M. Warburg, a Hadassah member, “no 
non-professional officer of the JWB is an en- 
rolled Zionist. 


“What is true of the national office applies 
also to the local leadership of the Y’s and Jew- 
ish Centers. Rabbis and Jewish educators not 
infrequently encounter among the Center lead- 
ership the strongest opposition to Jewish con- 
tent programs and intensive Jewish education.” 


Concluded the editorial: “Mr. Kraft, a mem- 
ber of the Labor Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica, will be the last one not to admit that his 
own thinking and Zionist identification are 
atypical of the vast majority of national and 
local Jewish Center officers and professional

Two plans were outlined at the 
first meeting. One called for a 
ealendar for the proposed cam- 
paigns to prevent competitive 


bids for funds; such a plan would 
cover several yeaks. 
Joint Drive Proposed 

The second urged consideration 
of a joint capital fund campaign 
embracing all the needs involved, 
Such a joint drive, under the ten- 
tative proposals discussed, would 
be conducted in the form of an 
annual capital fund campaign for 
possibly three or four years, with 
a system of priorities worked out 
in advance for distribution for 
building needs. 

The two suggestions were dis- 
eussed separately by the Board 
of Directors of each synagogue 
following a joint meeting of all 
the synagogue _ representatives. 
Several of the synagogues infor- 
mally expressed innterest in the 
joint campaign idea, provided 
they would be satisfied with the
